The razor with which the terrible 
ceed was done was found on the wash 
stand a few fest’ from where the man 
had fallen. 


Young Ball was. very well known 
about the city and had a host of 
friends here, and when the news of 


his rash act spread last night, there 


was a feeling of almost unbelief that 
such a thing could be true. No cause 
whatever has been ascribed for Ball 
taking his own life, and in fact there 
seemed to be every reason why aman 
of his stamp should desire to live. His 
case was one of suicide so clear, how- 
ever, that there was no room for the 
Slightest doubt as to the cause of his 
demise. 

G. Arthur Bali has been a resident 
of the west for some four or five years, 
coming originally from Galt, Ont.., 
where his people lived at the time, 


and where some of his relations live 
yet, although his mother is now liv- 
ing in Toronto. He was a graduate of 
an eastern university, where he passed 
his examinations as a lawyer, and al- 
so studied medicine, having completed 
two years of his course. He had a 
love of adventure, and when he came 
west he joined the mounted police, put- 
ting in two years with that body, af- 
ter which he »ecame connecied with 
the northern fur trade, and put in 
two years with Nagel & Hyslop, at 
their northern posis. Last year he was 
ac Fort Smith, and the year before 
at Fert Norman, where he was. in 
charge of the post. Last fall he came 
Out an2z “cnt east to spend the win- 
ter with his people, but not very leng 
ago wrote to Mr. Nagel here and said 
that he wanitec to go north again next 


summer. As Mr. Nagel considered him 
one of the company’s mosi_ efficient 


agents, he was wired to come on, and 


@ month ago, Ball came west again 
with the idea of going north in the 


spring. Only a day or two ago he 
closed up the contract and was to have 
gone to work in Nagel & Hyslop’s 
warehouse in the city pending the 
trip north in the spring, on Monday 
so as to have his time occupied un- 
til it was time to go north in May. 

He was a graduate of Osgoode Hall 
and a student of Toronto University. 
His people were in very good circum- 
stances and there were no financial 
difficulties facing him.

Traffic On C. P. R. Main Line Retarded 
by Warm Weather in the

Winnipeg, Jan. 25.—The transcontin- 
ental train on the Canadian Pacific, 
due here at 10.30 yesterday morning, 
has been cancelled. It had not reached 
the central division at noon and it is 
believed that it. will not reach Win- 
nipeg till this.evening. The causa of 
this unusual delay is heavy snow 
slides in the Rockies which have been 
very bad during the past week. Rail 
and generally mild conditions have re- 
sulted in the precipitation of vast quan- 
tities of snow from the higher levels

Cc. P. R. AFTER MORE MONEY 

Ottawa, Jan. 25.—The Canadian Pa- 
cific has raised a new point respecting 
the manner of computing their subsidy. 
They maintain that a change in the 
wording of the statute of 1901 makes 
it necessary to add the cost of equip- 
ment to the cost of the line building 
to determine the subsidy earned. The 
point is raised in a claim for subsidy 
ecrned ty the construction of a orancn 
from the main line near Moosomin to 
Pleasant Hillis, 136 miles. Deputy Mii- 
ister Scrieber reported that omitiiag 
the cost of rolling stock the company 
had earned a subsidy of $3.200 a mile 
or a totai of $435,200.

WiLL MAKE TRANSPORTATION 
TEST 
Winnipeg Tribune: The C. P. R. 
shortly to be subjected to a big trans- 
portation test by the British govern- 
ment which will tax its energies to the 
utmost. 


It is well known that Britain's in- 
terests in Esquimault, so far as gar- 
risoning that point is concerned, has 
been handed over to the Dominion goy- 
ernment. . At present, therefore, there 
are no British governmental troops on 
the Pacific coast. In consequence of 
the new alliance with Japan, in which 
both nations pledge themselves to sup- 
port the other in case of an attack 
even though it be single-handed, the 
British government has decided tc dis- 
cover in just how little time it could 
send a considerable body of men from 
the shores of Great Britain to Queen 
Charlotte islands, which lie to the 
north of Vancouver island. Up to the 
present the plan has heen closely 
Bee in the admiralty.

CANADA’S SOLDIBRS 

The militia authorities will train 
about 45,000 men during the present 
year. The establishment will ‘consist 
of 90,624 infantry of all ranks; 6,- 
325 cavalty; 5,135 artillery; 780 engin- 
eers; 185 guides; 1,166 army service 
corps; 1,568 army medical corps and 
90 signal corps. This a total of 44- 
801 of the volunteer militia, which will 
constitute the training establishment 
for all the provinces. 

The number is slightly below what 
the force was last year on paper 
hough it is better balanced and more 
effective. The reduction is due to plac- 
ing on the reserve the supernumerary 
officers and non-commissioned officers 
who constitute what Lord Dundonald 
called the second line. It was found 
that a double set of officers for the 
various arms of the service did not 
give good results, so the officers and 
men have been fixed at proper rela- 
tive proportions. The increased effec- 
tiveness of the militia as a whole is 
shown by the fact that while its num- 
ber is slightly less owing to the re- 
duction of officers, the number of units 
is greater by six batteries of infan- 
try, two regiments of infantry andtwo 
of cavalry.

Calgary, Jan. 26. The Calgary base- 
ball club received a challenge 
Lethbridge today to play baseball in 
Lethbridge tomorrow. The challenge 
was at once accepted and the baseball 


team left for the south tonight. Win- 
ter baseball is not unusual in Cal- 
gary, an interesting match being play- 
ed here last New Year’s day. This is 
the first time that Calgary has gone 
away from home in the winter time 
to play baseball.

Calgary, Jan. 25.—The city of Cal- 
gary is pursuing a vigorous policy of 
extending its boundaries. A confer- 
ence was held tonight between repre- 
sentatives of Calgary and representa- 
tives of Riverside, a large suburb north 
of the Bow River, when a basis of 
amalgamation was agreed upon. The 
question of amalgamation with Rou- 
leauville, a suburb to the south of the 
city, will be decided in a short time, 
Negotiations-are -pregressing at pres- 
ent. Residents cf Bankview and Hill- 
hurst are also considering the idea of 
amalgamation. 

By a vote of two to one today the 
citizens decided upon raising $90,000 for 
the erection of two additional schools. 
Last year a $70,000 school was erect- 
ed. < 

Tomorrow morning a proposition will 
be put before the council by a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Inglis, for a street 
railway. He claims to be backed by 
Montreal and Toronto capitalists.
